After selecting the proper size] 
frypan or Dutch oven, melt a 
small amount of fat in the pan 
and slowly brown the meat on 
all sides, The roast may be dred- 
ged in seasoned flour before 
browning, if desired. 

Remember that slow browning 
is most important becquse it in- 
sures uniform and permanent 
browning. 

After the meat has browned, 
add a small amount of liquid 
This may be either water, vegct- 
able juice, tomato pulp and 
juice, milk, cream, sour cream, 
fruit juices, or other liquid. Be 
sure, however, to use only a 
small amount. About one-fourth 
cup is sufficient liquid to cook 
а 3 to 4 pound roast. 

Add more liquid as it cooks 
away. Remember that as the 
liquid cooks down it helps form 
the basis for a rich дгауу that 
may be prepared later. 

Make sure the cooking v 
sel is tightly covered and that 
the roast is cooked slowly at low 
temperature. About 3 or 4 hours 
is the average time required (02
